FERTILIZING. Do not overfertilizee Ground that produces vegetables 
is rich enough for glads. 

PLANTING. In light, sandy soil; plant five to six inchese In 
heavy soil, about four to five inchese Depth helps to support the 
tall spikes, prevents them from blowing overe Space large bulbs 
about three to the foote Plant bulblets in trenches about two 
inches deep, sow thickly, and cultivate frequentlye 

CULTIVATION. Glads are responsive to good cultivatione It pays 

to keep weeds oute They need lots of water at spiking timee Don’t 
sprinkle - give them good soakings as needede 

FIELD OBSERVATIONS. Pull up every plant that is showing yellow and 
dying, remove from field. 

CUTTING SPIKESe Cut early in morning, and place in cool room in 
water for best resultse Leave from 3 to 4 leaves on the plante 
DIGGING. It is better to dig while foliage is still greene They 
are easier handled, and one can also detect diseased bulbs more 
easilye Cut tops off immediately when dug, and as close to the 
bulb as is possiblee Let the bulbs dry in shallow boxes under 
shadee Shortly, perhaps three weeks, the old bulb and roots will 
easily break off of the new bulb. 

STORAGE. When the bulbs are cleaned, place in a cool, reasonably 
dry place for winter storagee Be sure they do not freezee 40 to 

45 degrees is ideale Do not pile them more than three inches deepe 
Best to have boxes with slat or screened bottoms,for air circul- 
atione If storage temperature is higher than 55 degrees, it is re- 
commended that the bulbs be dusted with DDT 5%. This is for the 
control of thrips during Storage periode 

FIELD ATTENTION. Thrips are the most likely enemy of the glad during 
growing seasone They damage the florets, often completely removing 
all juice from the bud so that it will not opene Damaged florets 
less injured will: open with the edges of the florets appearing 
grayishe Thrips are pretty well under control with the use of DDT 
in either dust or liquid forme Dusting is the easier methods Apply 


when plants are about one foot tall,and every ten days or so, 
oftener in rainy weathere
